INSTRUCTIONS CONCERNING AMENDMENTS UNDER ARTICLE 19 



The applicant has, after having received the internaoonal search report, one opportunity to amend the claims of the 
intemaaonal eppUeation. it should however be ymphiyiTffd that« smoc aD parts of the interoanonai appUcatioa (claims, 
desmption and drawings) may be amended during the inccmaixonal prelizninary examination procedure* diere is usually 
no need to file amendments of the dahns uncfcr Artide 19 escoept where, e.g. the applicamt wants the latter to be published 
for the purposes of provisional protection or has another nason for amending the claims befoce intemaciQfial pbulicabon. 
Furthermore, it should be emphasized that provisional protecdon is available in some States only.

Under Article 19, only the daims may be amended. 

During the intonational phact, the daxms may also be amended (or further amended) under Artide 34 before 
the Inicmauonal Prelimimtry Examining Authority- The description and drawings may only be amended under 
Artide before the International Examining Authori^. 

Upon entry into the national phase, all parts of the intemadonal application may be amended under Artide 2g 
or, where appficable, Anidc 41. 



Who? Within 2 months from the dale of transmittal of the inicmauonal search report or 16 months from the pnonty 

date, wWdicvcr lime limit expires later. It should be noted, however, that the amendments will be considered 
as having been recdvcd on ume if they arc rcodved by the Intenational Bureau after the expiration of the 
applicable time Emit but before the completion of the technical preparations for international publication 
(Rule 46.1).

The amendments may only be filed with the International Bureau and not with the r«riving Office or the 
Interzuiiona] Searching Authority (Rule 46^X

How? Either by caxiccUmg one or more entire daims, by ad^ng one or more new daims or by amending the text of 

one or more of the daims as filed. 

A replacement sheet must be submitted for eadi sheet of the daims whidu on account cf an amendment or 
amerslmeats, differs from the sheet originally filed.
